Mr. Hic '.tin <on rau his train on a tri­ 
weekly sciie*lute.

ered up a “cargo” and everything was 
ready for Ha* trip la* loaded tin* oxen 
into Hie first box ca r in Ha* train.

th e passengers, and in the third he 
him self rode. 
T h e cars si a idl'd down 
tin' steep grade out of M arshall ami, 
after they had lolled as far as they 
would Mr. Higginson set the brakes 
and proreeded to unload the oxen and 
hitch them to tin* coupling of the car.

As a m atter of fact, the speaker tuts 
absolute control of th at hall of s ta tu ­ 
ary, where many of the states have 
placed statues of w hat they claim to 
have been their most fam ous citizens. 
As speaker, Mr. Clark could order all 
those statues demolished aud no one 
could say him nay, although it would 
create a mighty rumpus.

Red Heads of Asiatic Turkey 
Last of the Baal Worshiners. 


HAVE SOWE QUEER CUSTOMS. 


All Males Wear Red Caps and Around 
Their Throats Red Knotted Cords and 
Allow Their Wives to Boat Them— All 
Babies Aro Salted When Born. 


Strange jx*oplo are the Rial H eads of 
Asiatic Turkey. 
T hey are tin* Iasi of 
tim Baal worshipers 
Tin* men wear 
red caps; hence their nam e Red Heads. 
They 
also 
w ear red 
knotted cords 
around their necks. 
The lo rd Is ju t 
on during babyhood and is tie\ or re­ 
moved. 
It is Interred with the body 
after death. 
They shave their heads 
except for a p i* ii c t tin* top, and 
here they allow the hair 
grow* long 
aud plait it Into pigtails, which hang 
about their ears. 
T hey are tall, wiry 
fellows, w ith enorm ous appetites for 
both food aud iii ink. 
T he women, who c\<» not veil th em ­ 
selves and who (Ires-* simply In loose 
titling garm ents, a re thin anil spare, 
but 
wonderfully 
strong. 
In 
their 
homes they w ear breeches as well aa 
skirts. T here la no wife tieatin,-: am ong 
the Red Heads, hut plenty of husband 
heating. 
T h e husbands take their fro* 
quent chastisem ents meekly and pa­ 
tiently. 
They employ' them selves, both 
the women and tin* men. in agriculture 
and theft. 
They produce a couple of 
crops, tobfo* > au d durra. 
T h e rest of 
their tim e is given up to looting the 
Turks* crops aud cattle. 
I ii th e center of every village there 
Is a small circle railed off, and in tilts 
aim ce there is planted th e special reli­ 
gious em blem, an evergreen oak. 
No 
one except the fath e r priest of tho vil­ 
lage enters tlit* Inclosed ground, which 
Is decorated wit ii sm all hags. strings 
of coins ami 
bright colored 
beads- 
Around and about the circle tin* Red 
Ili ads celebrate the only religious fes­ 
tival know n to them. “the gathering of 
the new moon,** which takes place ev­ 
ery month. Directly a new moon m akes 
Its appearance the people arc called 
together by a lay priest I ion ting a b a r­ 
rel shaped drum stuck end up on the 
ground 
Fires are lit, the cooking utensils 
placed thereon uud the sheep killed by 
the priest, w ho sprinkles a little of 
the animats* blood on the oak. and the 
carcasses flayed am i (’ut up into joiut# 
and /he* la tter cooked over the tires, 
before which millet and w heat cakes 
ure by this tim e baking on huge hugs. 
!u the m eantim e tattles on trestles are 
set up and laid w ith wooden plates, 
bom spoons an d steel knives and forks, 
and soon the feasting begins. 
'Hie 
wom en w ait on the men, w ho gorge 
steadily for about an hour and then, 
while their wives mid dau g h ters are 
clearing up the little they have left, in­ 
dulge in dancing, drinking and general 
merriment. 
No religious 
formality 
m arks 
the 
feast, no blessing or benediction or 
grace. 
Indeed, not at birth or burial 
or m arriage do these survivors of the 
ancient Baal w orshipers employ any 
form ula or observe anything in the n a ­ 
ture of a religious ceremony.

Drobnl !y this ueeouut* for the 
few Red H eads that now survive, ii. tie­ 
ing said th a t their numbers have dw in­ 
dled to a m ete seven or eight thousand 
For th e service the priest Is always 
.riven a shoulder from tie* sheep which 
It is usual to kill (»ii such occasions and 
which forms tin* J*rinc!jai I Item in tie* 
birth feu-d. I Miler duties that tie* priest 
ha*- to c a n y out are the cutting of 
three horizontal (’Hts with a dagger 
Just ii I tov i* the level of th e eyebrows on 
tie* forehead of tie* dead and the set­ 
tling o f all disputes. 
When a couple Isvotnen engaged tho 
woman sjr-nds most of her time rook­ 
ing dainty aud tasty d ish es aud trot 
ting round with them to her lover's 
home, followed by her father with wine 
and spirits. 
Breach of promise Is a1* 
uiost unknow n, f«*r tin* youth who Jilts 
atis his throat cut. 
An erring husband

T h ere is a secret ceremony of Initia­ 
tion which every Red Head iscom;>eUed 
to undergo tai at ta Living lib* seventeenth 
birthday. 
It involve* wseluslon for sev­ 
en days aud going w ithout food and 
drink for three days. 
At the term ina­ 
tion of this prelim inary t***t tin* youth 
ta taught certain passwords and grljm 
by which in* may recognize his breth 
roo, and a red citole Is ta tto o s! on his 
breast 
The strange people live on 
term s of friendship with the whole of 
their neighbor*, with the exception of 
the Turks, whom they h ate sud treat 
accordingly.

Railroads’ Credit To Be Stabilized By

General Explains. 


W ashington, Jan. 24.— Direc tor Gen- 
m al McAdoo may soon increase pi* - 
lo n g er rates to control travel during 
the war. 
P assen g er train* ma:, also 
he further reduced later. 
(’ailed before Die House In tersta te 
Com m erce com m ittee to * plain w hat 
steps have been 
taken ami are con­ 
tem plated to relieve the freight con­ 
gestion in the East, Mr. Mc Adoo in­ 
dicated th a t am ong o th e r step s d ras­ 
tic reduction of passenger traffic is 
essential. 
Must Curtail Travel. 
“ For the present," he said, "a bait 
has been called on the cu rtailm en t of 
passenger trains because m any stat** 
com m issioners, with the best of inten­ 
tions, started wholesale slashing 
of 
this service. 
“ Before tile passenger service can 
be reduced inuch more, in order to 
prevent m any disturbances, the great 
am ount of travel m ust in* decreased. 
When that tim e com es i think the 
rates ought to lie raised.” 
House Desires Information. 
Mr. McAdoo was called before tile 
co m m ittee because of the crisis devel­ 
oping along the E astern ship hoard 
and 
because 
the 
House 
de - ires to 
have com plete inform ation on what 
lias been accom plished and what steps 
are in view tow ard relieving the coal 
famine before beginning consideration 
of tile railroad control Dili. 
At tile request of C hairm an Sims 
th e director general first took up the 
provision of the 
Dill 
appropriating 
$.".09,090,900 as a revolving fund. 
“Government Backs Roads." 
Die railroads will do their own 
financing u n d er the governm ent con­ 
trol 
plan,” 
Mr. 
McAdoo said, “ hut 
with tile governm ent back of them to 
stabilize their credit.” 
It is im probable. Mr. McAdoo said, 
the revolving fund will have to he 
used to m ake up deficiencies in op­ 
erating cost. 
“The am o u n t of railroad securities 
that m ust be m atured this y ear will 
be about 
$222,000,000," the director 
general said, "with equal am ounts tor 
1919 and 1920.” 
On Status of Employes. 
T urning to the statu s of railroad 
em ployes on a question from Repre 
s* ntative Each Mr 
McAdoo said th 
railw ays w orkers are In effect govern­ 
m ent em ployes, hut 
technically are 
not. *

Berne, Jan. 24.—Half of th a Suomi 
men who have taken refuge in Switz­ 
erland as d e s erters or to avoid mill- 
tary service in th e ir own country are 
to De mobilized by the Swiss govern­ 
ment for civilian service. 
They have been formed into com 
panics of 150 each under supervision 
of Swiss officers, and set to work on 
land to increase production. 
The will receive food and clothing 
and 26 cen ts pay a day,

am ount paid to Swiss soldiers. 
Swiss Socialists a re assisting rafu 
gees in organizing to protest against 
this service.
